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BRITISH BECOME 
MORE FASTIDIOUS 


Canadians Must be Careful in 
What They Export—Britain 
Prosperous. 


Ottawa, Aug, 28.—Lord Strathcona’s 
annual report on the work of the eom- 
mercial agents in connection with his 
office was received this morning by 
the Department of Trade and Com- 
meres. Lord Strathcona srys: “The 
prosperity of the Unite) Kingdom is 
shown by the trade returns to be 
increasing month by month As a 
result the great consumers of Cana- 
dian products, the working classes, 
have enjoyed a full measure of em- 
ployment, and at present there is no 
indication of any change in those 
éonditions. Tt may be stated, in con- 
clusion, however, that the working 
classes of England are becoming more 
and more fastidious in regard to food 
products, and that the authoritieg are 
imposing greater precautions to” in- 
sure admission of only high-class 
products in first-class condition. It, 
therefore, behooves countries like 
Canada, seeking the great British 
market, to adopt care and = circum. 
spection in regard to the quality of 
the products intended for the Brit- 
ish market.” 

Cheese too Green. 

The? report notes the gratifying in- 
crease in exports of Canadian agri- 
cultural products to Great Britain, 
but emphasizes the necessity of great- 
er care, being taken in keeping the ex- 
ports of butter, cheese, fruit and ba- 
con up to the standard, In respect to 
cheese it is noted that much of it is 
sent too green and in boxes of imper- 
fectly seasoned wood, As a result 
many complaints have been received, 

Speaking of the market for wood 
pulp bis lordship notes that the pres. 
ent short supply of pulp and paper 
is causing apprehension among large 
British publishing concerns and high- 
er ptices are looked for,

THE EXCAVATION 
RECORD BROKEN 


On the Gigantic Panama Canal 
Work, Where 38,000 Men 
are Employed. 


Washington, D.C., August 28.—The 
Isthmian cangl commission here re- 
ceived a cablegram reporting that 
during July there were 1,097 cases :f 
sickness among the $8,000 employees, 
ineluding the Panama railroad em- 
ployees. The figures show a redue- 
tion of nearly 50 per cent. in the 
mortality of last year. All records 
for excavation were broken in July, 
despite a reduction in the foree of 
employees, necording to the report, 
The work in the Culebra divisions 
were neatly five times as much as for 
the same month in 1906. There were 
431 arrests during the month. 


White Men Given Preference, 


Panama, August 28.—A_ reduction 
recently in the forces at work on cer- 
tain divisions of the canal gave rise 
to the report that the Isthmian canal 
commission desired to get rid of negro 
laborers. Colonel Goethals declared

the liners, without dredging. He denies 
that the C.P.R. owns any townsite at 
Alberni, but states it has a large portion 
of water front from the Anderson syn- 
dicate of London, and will sub-let this to 
mills and other industrial enterprises.

“We have been careful in making 
the selection of the men who are to 
be sent out, and so no one is ever sent 
unless the committee is satisfied that 
the colonist will be able to make his 
way in the new conditions under whieh 
he will be ealled upon to live. We had 
last year 15,000 applications to econ- 
sider, only one man in three being 
sent out,

Many of the people who visit the 


railway station at Stratheons are un- 
aware from casual observation, of the 
extensive work that the C. P. R, are 
doing at their yards here this sum- 
mer, The addition to the freight shed 
has been completed, and the work on 
the station has advanced to a point 
where some idea may be obtained of 
the size and pretentiousness of the 
structure. A walk down the track to 
the south, however, shows that these 
improvements are only a small part 
of the work in hand, On both sides 
of the main line many new sidings 
have been laid, and old ones length- 
ened. The track has been put down 
all the way to the new roundhouse, 
where the trenches. are also dug for 
turntable. At present the rails are 
being laid to the roundhouse, which 
opens to the north, and has the turn- 
able directly in front of the en- 
tranee, The building contains six 
tracks laid on conerete foundations 
There are also a number of other 
large rooms in the building for repair 
shops, ete. The walls are of cement 
ywnd brick, and are~practically com- 
plete and ready for the roof. The line 
of track running 


not yet been ballasted, but there are 
piles of gravel and other material at 
hand, and the work wil shortly be 
proceeded with, Up at the freight 
ahed a siding is being laid to the 
west of the building, supplementing

SPARK ARRESTER | 
BEING TESTED 


Great Improvement on Any of 
Old Ones Used on Can- 
adian Northern. 


A new spark arresting device is now 
in course of testing on the Canadian 
Northern, which, it it proves as sue- 
cessful as is expected from the experi- 
ments already made. will render por 
fectly Sufe-the use of lignite coal on 
the line and remove the prohibition 
of the railway commission which is 
to go into force on October Ist. This 
device will be a great boon for the 
coal producing sections of Northern 
Alberta and will in all probability 
bring lignite coal into general use on 
all the western roads, 

Different employees of the C. N. R. 
machine shop have been experiment- 
ing for some time on Various contriv- 
ances to prevent the sparks that un. 
der ordinary conditions fre thrown 
out from the locomotive stack, Amn- 
ong those alreddy Aried are fiins at 
the mouth of the stack and a+rourh- 
ened cone inside the stack. These 
expedients, however, were not sue 
cessful in arresting the sparks, 

The latest invention, at the trials 
of last night and the previous night, 
iis well as on a trial run to Vegreville, 
has given the greatest satisfaction. 
Despite the fact that it received the 
hardest possible test under forced 
draught, hardly «a spark eame from 
the stack, Meanwhile steam was gen- 
erated without the burning of extra 
coal and with ho greater trouble than 
joguived tm the old stack, 


Tho Device Itself. 

The new spark arrester is used ex. 
clusively in diamond shaped stacks 
it is in the form of two cones placed 
end to end, about two and a half feet 
long. Running through the entire 
length are tubes, two hundred in all 
through whieh the smoke and spark 
from the furnace pass. The sparks 
which ure about the size of a pea and 
consist of unburned coal, in passing 
through the stack hit obstruction 
five times and thus is destroyed any 
ignitible matter that may exist, Con 
sequently when the smoke reache 
the outer air the sparks are complete 
ly extinguished and of no danger t

Frac trip was commenced on Wednes- 
day, Aug. 7. A spring wagon was se- 
cured to drive the party ten miles up the 
Pemberton road to where it crosses the 
Cheekee river. The start did not look 
propitious, heavy clouds hid the peaks, 
and rain squalls swept the valley but a 
good shack was found to sleep in the 
first night, Thursday morning the wea- 
ther cleared and with thirty and thirty- 
five pound packs of provisions and blan- 
kets thé party commenced to ascend the 
Cheekee, the course of which was follow- 
ed steadily from six o’clock in the morn- 
ing until 10.90 a.m., when a stop was 
made for lunch where a canyon barred 
forther progress. Here the aneroid car- 
ried by J. J. ‘Trorey registered 1,500 feet 
above sea level, having risen from 250 
H feet, the altitude of the camp on the 
~ trail,

Five Thousand Feet High. 

“Starting again at noon,” said one of 
the party in speaking of the trip, “we 
attacked the north canyon wall five hun- 
dred feet high, which involved some dif- 
ficult rock work and the dodging of 
flying pieces of detached stone. The top 
of the mountain slope, though still steep 
was heavily timbered with magnificent 
fir, and with scarcely any underbrush. 
Here began a steady grind which was 
kept up till 6 o’clock in the evening, 
when with everyone nearly played out 
camp was made at an altitude of 5,200 
feet in a little open glade carpeted with 
heather. Here near a grove of balsam 
we built a camp fire and with a hot 
supper felt sumerbat revived after our 
twelve hours’ climbing. 

Next morning after a good night’s 
rest, we resumed the climb up slopes 
which now became fairly open, with here 
and there alpine glades blossoming with 
heather, heath, tiger lilies, mountain he- 
jiotrope and flowering grasses and mos- 
ses. A few hundred feet more of climb- 
ing and we stood upon our first lookout 

point of any consequence. This we nam- 
“Sed Observation peak, Here the aneroid 
registered 5,750 feet. A grand panorama 
of rugged peaks and countless glaciers 
broke upon our view, the icefields to- 
wards the headwaters of the Squamish 
river being particularly impressive, 
: Grand Scenic Panorama, 
“Garibaldi’s~ stern forbidding ‘precip1- 
ces and reddish rock slides rose across 
the valley a few miles away in all their 
grandeur, with hanging glaciers between 
the peaks. Away to the southward lay 
the island-dotted waters of Howe Sound 
, reaching out to the gulf, and-beyond the 
mountains of Vancouver island and en- 
trance to Nanaimo harbor, with a wisp 
of smoke from the city, could be seen. 
Looking towards Mount Crown and the 
Jons both these peaks were in view, 
also a rugged group of peaks glacier- 
clad, apparently about &000 feet high 
which lay to the eastward of Britannia. 
At Cheekee’s Headwaters, 
“Heading north again we dropped 
down a steepy slope 500 feet to Crescent 
ridge, so named because it lies in a 
semi-circle leading up to Garibaldi, and 
forming the basin which the Cheekee 
river heads, Here on the open tree-dot- 
alplands a deer was started, while bear- 
signs also were to be reen. Mosquitoes 
got busy, but everyone being provided 
with mosquito netting we were able. to 
dety them and enoy the walk over the 
springy moss and heather with the sharp 
pure mountain air blowing in our faces 
| from the far-stretching ice-fields. Fol- 
| lowing Crescent ridge for a few miles we 
reached a point close to the timber line 
at 1! a.m. Mere with snowfields on év- 
ery side, we pitched camp in a grove of 
balsam and other conifers, Garibaldi 
clouded up during the afternoon and 
everyone being stiff and tired we pro- 
ceeded to make camp comfortable for the 
night, The heavy clouds soon wrapped 
us in their folds, but yefore the roaring 
fire we slept soundly Friday night, 
Up in the Cloud-Drift. 
“Saturday morning broke thick and 
wet and J. J. Trorey, A. T. Dalton and I 
were the only ones who tried any climb- 
ing; but for exercise we struck a com- 
Pass course and ascended the ridge to 
the 7,000 foot level and, perched on a 
crag viewed with awe the wild rush ot 
mist out of the gorge of the Cheekee. 
Now and then a rift would give us a 
glimpse of the valley of the Cheekee and 
Squamish thousands of feet below, with 
the cliffs of Garibaldi rising but a com- 
paratively few yards from us, ‘lhe misty 
Indefinitenoss of the scene, the rush of 
clouds and snowflakes lent a sense ot 
unreality to the landseape which for a 
few seconds at a time would come into 
“Keturning to camp we continued the 
Slege another night through cold ana 
mist and snow, New snow had been no- 
ticed on the. higher peaks on Thursday 
view, 
worming, and more bad fallen subse- 
q:cully, but hoping for a break in the 
cloudy we started gut.on Sanday morn- 
ing up the steep climb Jeading to the 
western siioulder of the mountain. Snow 
flurries and clouds swept by and the 
seene was as wild as the previous day. 
AS we advanced the fresh snow grew in 
depth till we stood on the glaciers 7,500 
feet above the sea with eight inches of 
fresh snow on the ice and deepening at 
every upward step, 

Climbers Almost Discouraged. 

“Behind Garibaldi, where our path lay 
was a wilderness of ice, rent by huge 
crevasses and wrapped in dense and im- 
penetrable cloud through whieh the sun 
could hardiy be seen, Nothing could be 
heen more than 20 yards away, As there 
was no sign of the glouds» lifting the re- 
turn was made to camp. The barometer 
Was still falting for bad weather and

day the western shoulder of .the moun- 
tain, And roping up on the Warren gia- 
cer, an icefield stretching for miles on 
the northern side of the peak, we started 
off over the trackless snow at the back 
of the mountain. The sun, which had 
now risen to some height, shone on the 
hieids of spotiess white with dazzling 
brilhance and everyone wore smoked 
glasses and jpiviecled their faces from 
sunburn with mosquito net veils, 
An Avalanche'’s Fight. 

““framping along over the hard frozen 
surface in which searcely more than the 
marks of our hob nails were left, we 
witnessed an avalanche from a hanging 
glacier several hundred feet up the white 
dome on Garibaldi’s western shoulder. 
Starting with a motion which distance 
made appear siow, it thundered down, 
throwing up an immense cloud of snow 
fike the spray of a huge rock plunging 
Into the sea, 

Lake in the Clouds. 

“Still climbing we caught sight of the 
green waters of Daiton lake, named by 
the party two years ago. The lake ts 
several miles in length and of consider- 
able width. Set in glaciers, wooded 
ridges and rock peaks at an altitude of 
about 6,500 feet, it lies about three miles 
due north of Garibaldi and at its west- 
ern end rises a peculiar table mountain, 
which we christened Trorey’s table, and 
further west is a pinnacle we dubbed 
Kings chair, 

“The glaciers now grew deeper as we 
rose the view to the east, where in a vast 
amphitheatre of glaciers and broken 
peaks the Mumquuam appears to head, 
the scene was grand in the extreme. ‘he 
Snow began to soften slightly with the 
sun and at 10.30 we stopped for lunch. 
Our camp overlooked the Squamish val- 
ley, with the sharp main pinnacle of 
Garibaldi rising eleven hundred teer 
above us, our altitude being 8,500 fee* 

Claimed Victory at Last, 


' “oping up again with King in the 
lead we attacked the deep snow slopes 
which two years before had proved im- 
passable but now with a coating of froz- 
en new snow gave excellent 1o0otnoia, 
though at an angle of nearly 60 degrees. 
With a hatchet steps were chopped and 
we climbed up the top of a rocky ledge 
whose edge varied from four inches to 
four feet wide and overhanging a glacier 
100 feet below on the northern side. fur- 
ther up we scrambled up the loose de- 
caying rocks, the yawning crevasses and 
Steep ice slopes below waiting cold ana 
hungry for victims of the treacherous 
rocks, but our leader was careful and 
after several hours careful climbing we 
mounted a last steep ascent of snow and 
stood on the highest pinnacle at 1.25 p.m. 
which Mr. ‘Irorey’s aneroid registered 
as 9,600 feet. 

“We built a cairn on the highest point 
placed the names of the party and other 
particulars in a pottle in the centre of it 
waved the Union Jack, threw out our 
chests and took photos. 

“Lhe mountain has two other peaks, 
one-a dome bearing west from the main 
peek, and. several hundred feet tower, 
and the other the southern pinnacle aiso 
lower, which is the most prominent one 
seen from Howe Sound, only the point of 
the main peak being seen behind it. ‘he 
view around was grand. 


Several Fell Into Crevasses. 


“Commencing our return at 2 o’clock 
we descended Pattison arte and followed 
our footsteps back. The snow had now 
sottened and on the trip back several 
of the party fell into crevasses which 
we descended Pattison ledge and followed 
frozen Snow, “However, the entire party 
being roped together, the unlucky ones 
Were pitied gut without any troupie. 
The return to camp was made in four 
hours trom the summit, the climb and 
return taking altogether 12 hours, camp 
being tade at 6 o’clock at night, Nearty 
everyone-was badly sunburned in spite 
of the veils, On ‘uesday we made the 
Vemberton trail ufter a hard day’s trip 
through the rain, and driving from there 
down to the Squamish caught Wednes- 
day's boat home.”

Mackerel! Off Vancouver 
Island, 

Victoria, August 27.—E. G. Taylor, 
Dominion fishery inspector, who has 
been visiting some of the salmon 
traps on the island coast contiguous 
to Victoria, found a new species of 
fish. not noticed previously, in © this 
vicinity, at the Gordon trap of J. H. 
Todd & Sons, near Sooke, The fish 
is of the mackerel species. Some 
specimens are ‘being secured for the 
federal fisheries inspector by the trap- 
men, and it is probable that some 
gelatine casts will be made for the 
museum. 

Mr. Taylor says that preparations 
are being commenced for the herring 
fishery at Nanaimo, whieh is expeeted 
to be very successful this season, He 
says the arrival of Mr, Cowie and the 
Scotch herring girls who came to 
Nanaimo Some seasons ago to instruct 
the local fishermep with regard -to the 
packing of herring did much to aid 
the industry, which is growing con- 
siderably. Large consiguments are

RAISULI TELLS 
TALE OF WRONGS 


Gays He was Started on Career 
of Crime by Sultan's 
Oppression.

OYVING MAN’S WILL. 


Leaves All His Property to His Fian- 
cee, a Pennsylvania Widow, 


Kenosha, Wis., Aug. 27.—A tomance 
in the grim life of a powder-mnker 
was revealed here this morning when 
friends of W, J. Nowland, one of the 
three men killed by a powder blast at 
the Laflin-Rand plant in the town of 
Pleasant Prairie yesterday, offered his 
will for probate jin the County Court. 
By the term of the will ali the prop- 
erty of Nowland, which amounts to 
nearly $3,000, will be paid to Mra. Ag- 
nes King of Delaware Gap, Pa., the 
sweetheart of the dead powder.maker. 

The will is the most unequal paper 
of the kind ever brought to Kenosha 
courts for probate. It was never seen 
by the testator, but the two witnesses 
to the will make affidavit, that it was 
at his request that the paper now 
brought forward was drawn as his 
will, ; 

Nowland was dying just after noon 
yesterday, when he called Clark Davis 
and another of the men employed at 
the powder plant to his bed, It was 
evident that he could live but a few 
minutes and the men hurried to the 
room, to find that he desired to make 
a will, 

Gives All to Sweetheart. 

“What do you want, ‘Shorty’? said 
Davis and the dying man lifted his 
charred face from the pillow and 
smiled. . 

“Boys,” said the dying man, “I 
have a sweetheart at Delaware Gap, 
Pa., ana 1 want to have all the mon- 
ey that I am going to leave behind 
me. She is Agnes King, and I want 
you fellows to draw yp this will for 
me and TI ‘will sign it.” 

Nowland hever affixed his signature 
to the document, for while the two 
men were drawing it in their rough 
way the dying man gasped and expir 
ed. This morning Davis and his com- 
panion came to Kenosha and made an 
affidavit to the facts as set forth and 
this was prefented to the County 
Court with the will. It is generally 
thought the will will be admitted to 
probate and that the estate of Now- 
land will be turned over to his sweet- 
heart. 


London, Aug. 28—‘‘How I became 
an outlaw” is the story Raisuli ‘eld 
a ae correspondent of the Daily 
Mail the other day.

Higher Prices Rule Throughout 
World as Result of Deals of 
the Week, 


Winnipeg, August 28.—The past week 
in the wheat markets has been charac- 
terized by a great deal of nervousness, 
but at the close of business, jp}fees 
show a substantial advance over what 
they stood at a week ago, Perhaps 
never before has there occurred such a 
combination of conditions and uncer. 
tainties as environ the wheat markets 
at the present time, and which effect in 
a larger measure the speculative markets 
than the more slow-going actual ‘wheat | 
trade, We have the telegraph opera-+ 
tors’ strike in the United States, which 
te a moderate extent, affects our own 
country; then there is the shadow of 
tight money and the uncertainties of a 
financial situation, liable to become ser- 
ously disturbed almost any day without 
giving much warning; and beyond these 
is the unusual uncertainty about the ma- 
turing and harvesting of this year} 
spring wheat crop, On the other hand 
there is the well established shortage in 
this jear's wheat crops in the northern 
hemisphere, and the large requirements 
which have to be filled during the come 
ing twelve months, ‘These factors are 
working in opposition to each other in 
the making of the business sentiment 
which expresses itself in the daily and 
hourly advances and declines in wheat 
prices. Naturally, therefore, a feverish 
interest is observed in all that pertains 
to the wheat markets at the preesnt time 
Just a week ago to-day the.trade was 
making a buoyant recovery from the dis- 
astrous break in prices on the day pre- 
vious which was caused by the exten- 
sion of the telegraph cperators’ strike 
and heavy decline on the stock markets. 
Gradually the wheat markets came to, 
under the returning confidence that, 
whatever experiences may await other 
lines of business, the wheat trade has 
this season a firm foundation of its own 
‘lowards the close of last week the feel- 
ing became a shade easier again, and it 
looked very much as if in face gf imf- 
proving weather over the spring wheat 
country, combined with other factors of 
depressing influence, prices would have

Western Storm. 


On Saturday the mafority of traders 
went home with the feeling that in the 
ordinary course of things, somewhat low- 
er prices would be the experience of this 
week, But;sa good deal happens in 
twenty-four hours, sometimes to change 
the appearance of the siiuation and 
what happened between Saturday and 
Mondzy of this past week was just this, 
viz.: that, while in the east here, we 
were enjoying during Saturday, a fine 
summer day, there was beginning in the 
far west a storm of wind and rain which 
swept across the wheat fields »f Alberta, 
Saskatchewan and Manitoba, and down 
into the states of Minnesota and the Da- 
kotahs, giving the already water-logged 
country another good soaking. What 
of more serious import than the 
d and rain was the low temperature 
accompanying the storm. At one or two 
plnces near the foothills of the Rocky 
Mountains a little snow was reported, 
and on oMnday morning a few places re- 
ported the temperature as having gone 
slightly below the freezing point. What 
deterioration to crops this low tempera- 
ture may have caused it is impossible to 
teli, because such damage may never be 
recognized by those interested, and it 
may only tell in a less yield at thresh- 
ing time than was anticipated. The ser- 
jous change in the weather turned the 
markets upward yesterday morning, and, 
as a low temperature continued through. 
out the day ard the forecast was for 
slight frost in ome localities last night 
a strong mariret developed and _ result- 
ed in good advances, and an excited mar- 
ket was expected today and much frost 
was reported. It turned out, however, 
that a little change in the wind last 
night prevented the frost materializing 
north of the international boundary, and 
this morning the markets opened lower, 
and very soon slid off one cent. In the 
midst of the session it was reported to 
the markets that a district in North Da- 
kota had suffered a hard frost last night. 
Liverpool had in the meantime closed 
with a large advance, and it was report- 
ed that a very large export trade and 
frost rumors together, rallied the mar- 
kets and turned what at first seemed 
a very weak situation into a strong and 
advancing one. The close of the markets 
today was very strong, and the advance 
in prices on the week is from 2¢ to 3 Ie 
per bushel. In the events of the week 
we cannot help seeing further evidence 
of the strength of this season's wheat 
situation. In view of the considerable 
stock of old wheat still to be used up 
and the movement of the first of the 
new crop, we have not been expecting 
any particular advance in prices at pre- 
sent nor in the near future, and have 
considered prices would do very well if 
they held up (to about present level in 
the meantime, seeing that that level 1s 
around 0c per bushel higher than a 
year ago, but we would state again, as 
we have done several times previously 
in these reviews, that there is develop- 
ing a condition of affairs which will 
bring much higher prices in the later 
part of the present crop season. 

Our Winnipeg market has not shown 
any great animation during the week. 
The cash trade ir very low, and it is 
evident our prices are held somewhat 
above export basis for last week the 
shipments from Fort William and Port 
Arthur were only 441,303 bus., while 
stocks showed an increase of 582,999 
at this time of year. The shipments 
from the country, however, continue 
large, though running less than re- 
cently, The total stock at Fort William 
and Port Arthur at the close of last 
week was 7,389,234 bushels against 
6,856,234 bushels the week previous and 
only 909,867 bushels same date last year. 
In this market at the present time, the

or twelve years, and will enjoy diplo- 
matic privileges and immunities while 
exercising ‘herr functions. 

Article five provides that the court 


shall consist of seventeen Judges, nine 
rorming a quorturr. 

Articie six allots the appointments to 
the various nations, 

Article seven provides that the high 
court yearly shall appoint three judges 
Whkh three substitutes, constituting a 
spec ial tribunal, which can if necessary 
try cases elsewhere than at the Hague. 

Article eight says that the president 
of the court shall be elected every three 
years by a majority 6f the votes. 

Article nine deals with the payment 
of the judges, The amounts are not fix- 
ed, but the proposal contemplates a 
fiked yearly salary, besides special re- 
muneration when engaged in cases, and 
travelling expenses, 

Article ten torbids judges from fre- 
ceiving remuneration from their own or 
other governments for services in con- 
nection with the high court. 

Article eleven says that the court shall 
sit at The Hague except In cases ot 
foree majeure, and the special instances 
provided for by article seven, 

Articies twelve and thirteen deal with 
secretarial matters, 

Articie fourteen states that the high 
court shall sit once or twice yearly an 
duly and January, 

Articles fitteen, sixteen, seventeen, 
and eighteen relate to the cases which 
the high court is competent to try. 

Article nineteen provides that ‘‘each 
party shall be entitled to have its own 
judge to participate in the trial of cases 
submitted to the court, If a special tri- 
bunal acts as a commission of inquiry 
even a person not connected with the 
court can participate in a trial.” 

Articles twenty, twenty-one, and twen- 
ty-two deal with the court procedure 
aud the calling of witnesses, 

Articles twenty-three and twenty-four 
empower the court to establish its own 
rules, 

Article twenty-five proposes the rati- 
lication of the convention at the Hague 
as quickly as possible, 

article twenty-six proposes to estab- 
lish the duration of the convention, but 
ihe term is not yet fixed. Any signa- 
tory power is entitled to denounce the 
convention by notifying the Dutch goy- 
ernment two years before the expiry. of 
each period, but the convention remains 
intact for the other powers, 

President Netidoff has informally in-

Victoria, Ang. 28.--“Give me a cayuse 
every time, Those things are no good,” 
was the terse manner in which Daniel 
Mclean, Hudson's Bay factor, fur trap- 
per and timber cruiser, and a man who 
Wednesday morning got his first exper- 
ience of modern city life, expressed him- 
self in regard to street car locomotion. 

Mclean arrived from River's Inlet 
on Wednesday morning, having come 
down on the Venture. For the first 
time since 1871 he experienced all the 
conveniences or to him inconveniences 
of life in the cits. 

Tall, brawny, of a splendid physique, 
telling of the hardy life of a frontiers- 
man and pioneer, MeLean possessed a 
good deal of the quaint humor of his 
Scotch ancestors and his comments upon 
civilization os exemplified in modern 
city were amusing and entertaining in 
this twentieth century. 

“T suppose street cars are all right. 
But why can’t people walk? They 
don’t have far to go. Get them up 
north with a hundred mile stretch be- 
fore them. Then.a cayuse is the pro- 
per thing.” 

He admitted that he was not altogeth- 
er sure just what the street car might 
do while he was aboard and he stood 
near the door ready to jump if “the 
danged thing busted.” 

McLean, whose father is Donald Me- 
Lean, chief factor of the Hudson's Bay 
company in the territory stretching 
through the great lone land in the north- 
west from Slave Lake to the Arctic Sea, 
speaks with a decided Seotch accent tell- 
ing of the nationality of his forebears 
and displays an intelligent interest in 
everything going on about him. But 
city life he declares is no life for a man, 
Vor him the free life of the north, mo- 
cassins and all the rest of the trappers’ 
paraphernalia is the whole sum of exist- 
ence and he had no hesitation in declar- 
ing his views. The fact of being in- 
terviewed by a newspaper man rather 
amused him. “I've heard of you fel- 
lows,” was his terse conment. 

Born in the west, McLean, while quite 
a boy, moved to Fort Garry, now Winni- 
peg, with his parents and entered. the 
service of the great company. He was 
at Port Garry in ‘71 when Louis Riel, 
the rebei, imprisoned many of the whites 
among them the late Sir John Christian 
Schultz, afterwards lieutenant-governcr 
of the prairie province. He, with others 
went to Fort Pembina on the interna- 
tional boundary to await the arrival of 
the party under the command of the 
late Hon. William Macdougall, but later 
was refused admittance by the breeds 


under Lepine, Riel's lieutenant, and was 
forced, to retire east, McLean after 
knocking about Fort Garry started: west 
spending several years ai burt Qu'Ap- 
pelle, Fort Battleford, then on to Ed- 
monton, which was then just the Hud- 


son's Bay post with a few shacks and 
tents surrounded by a stcckade. Later 
he wandered north to Fort Resolution 
and up into the Arctic cirele, where he 
ran a dog train for several years and 
travelled over the entire country as far 
north as Herschel Islands. Nine years 


ago he journeyed through Yellow Head 
pass to the coast and since that time 
has been on the coast trapping and tim- 
ber cruising, though most of the time 
in the employ of the Hudson's Bay com- 
pany, He deseribes the country through 
the Yellow Head pass as a good sheep 
country and the Peace river country as 
posibly a good crop section in some 
places.
